CHIEF SUSTICE : SAYS SOME STEPS 
NEEDED 


OUGHT TO BE ; STRUCK our. 


“Gentlerien, J think that parade

“Alabaster, O.BE., 
KC. (instructed by Mr, A. E. Hall); 
who is defending, ‘asked Mr. 
Calthrop if it was correct that Laon 
soners. in the only two cells at 
Cheung Chau could be seen by any 
one in the charge room, ‘from the 
verandah, and from the door. Mr. 
Calthrop repHed that -he. could not 
agree entirely. 

. Ais Lordship’s Desire. ; 

His Lordship, having commented 
at previous Sessions on the regula- 


|| tions laid down. by the Captain 


Superintendent for ‘dentification 
parades and then being informed 
that a charge had been made, point- | P 
ed out that’ “some steps ought to 
be taken to render thesa parades less 
a source. of danger.” I have no 
deslre that a prisoner should escape,” 
he said, “but T have every desire that 
he should be treated dairly.” . 

Mr. Calthrop explained that when 
he saw that three'men were ‘to ibe put 
up awd that prisoner in the dock was 
younger than the other two, he de- 
cided ‘to hold’ separate parades in 
fairmess to prisoner. Sixteen “out. 
side” men were-avallable and he 
split these up. By doing so, his 
Lordship commented, Mr. Catthrop 
had diminished the value = fdenti- 
fication. ‘
